BURIED WITH MILITARY HONORS 


Andover Pays Tribute to Private Michael Joseph Daly, who 
Made Supreme Sacrifice for his Country. Full 
Military Funeral Held Yesterday 


More than three hundred men and 
women marched in procession while 
many hundreds more of Andover citi- 
zens lined the streets of our town yester- 
day morning to do honor to Private Mi- 
chael Joseph Daly, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Petrick Daly of Buxton court, who was 
one of the first Andover boys to make 
the supreme sacrifice, and’ whose body 
is the first to be returned from overseas 
to rest in his native soil. 

The procession formed on Park street 
and proceeded to the Dely home on 
Buxton court to escort the body, which 
had lain there since Tuesday, to St. 
Augustine's church where solemn high 
mass was said, thence to its last resting 
place in St. Augustine’s cemetery, 

Selemn high mass was celebrated in 
St. Augustine’s church at 10.00 o'clock . 
by Rev. Fr. Walter Remmes, assisted by 
Rev. Fr. P. J. Campbell as deacon and 
Rev. Fr. Edward Shea as sub-deacon, 
Rey. Fr. Frederick S, Rierdon of Law- 
rence, who was at St. Augustine’s 
church when Private Daly enlisted, was 
within the chancel rail.

A short time ago it was announced 
through the columns of the Townsman 
that the engineers of the Fire Depart- 
ment had purchased a_ second-hand 
Pierce Arrow car for use at brush fires 
The men in the station have made a 
wonderful transformation from the 
former pleasure car to the present up-to- 
date piece of fire-fighting apparatus at a 
great saving to the town. With this new 
machine, which is much lighter than 
either of the La France machines now 
in service, there will be much more 
efficiency for fighting brush fires, as it 
can be driven into places where it would 
be impossible to drive the heavier ma- 
chines. 

So much for the economy of the en- 
gineers on buying second-hand goods. 

Their next’ step towards saving more 
money was the purchase of a large 
number of second-hand tires and inner 
tubes. for use not only on this second- 
hand car, but to be put on the two La 
France machines, also. Second-hand 
tires may be a saving for a man’s own 
private car, but why carry the experi- 
ment any further and place an unneces- 
sary risk on the lives of the men who are 
in the public service?

One accident, a few lives 
and maybe a saving of forty or fifty dol- 
lars — what doth it profit? Surely we 
place a higher value on our own lives, so 
let us be fair with the firemen who 
take a chance every time they answer 
the alarm. Give them the best money 
can buy.

I was not 
called to accompany you in your new 
duties, I did not share with you your 
hardships and dangers as so'diers. I 
remained a civilian, and the honor which 
you do me is all the greater because | 
was not your military captain. But you 
may be sure I have thought of vou in the 
years of our separation, and my heart 
has been with you in the perils you have 
encountered. 

You have done a great service to the 
world. Itis so great that I doubt if you 
can yet hardly realize it. You have met 
and overthrown forces that threatened 
not only the liberty and happiness of 
millions of people on the other conti- 
nent, but which threatened the integ- 
rity and independence of our own peo- 
ple — that threatened even the exist- 
ence of civilization. You have made 
great and splendid sacrifices, and now 
you come back to us as heroes and pa- 
triots whom we delight to honor. I 
salute you as your country’s defenders 
on the battlefield, and I present you 
“Old Glory” the emblem of liberty, the 
emblem of justice, the emblem of inde- 
pendence, the emblem of democracy. 

After those dreadful days of terror, of 
suffering, and of death, you have again 
taken your places amongst us in the 
ranks of the industrial army. Your work 
here is not so spectacular, so splendid or 
so thrilling as what you did in the Na- 
lion’s.defense. But let me say to you it 
is not less honorable, it is not less neces- 
sary. Ilere we provide for the-comforts 
of our people. We provide them with 
the necessities of life. We produce those 
things which are necessary to their 
comfort and happiness. We do a ser- 
vice, humble to be sure, but one of 
which we need not be ashamed. 

I am sure that as you have served the 
Nation in its higher necessities you 
will again, with me and under my leader- 
ship, serve the Nation in industry as we 
have always done, honestly, fairly and 
faithfully. I now present you with the 
emblem of our industrial army — the 
flag of the American Woolen Company, 
the svmbol of honest industry, of integ- 
rity, the symbol of service.

The address given by Rev. Arthur S. 
Wheelock was as follows: 


Thou shalt remember all the way 
which the Lord thy God has led Thee.— 
Deut. 8:2. 


As pastor of this Church I count it a 
privilege to preach the historical sermon 
on this significant occasion, though only 
by a stretch of the imagination can I 
count myself qualified in any degree for 
thisservice. It was perhaps for the very 
purpose of grounding me in the glorious 
traditions of this Ghureh-that. the-Anni- 
versary Committee laid this task- upon 
me, and it has indeed been an uncommon 
pleasure to review the story of this 
Church’s founding and to read down 
through the pages of her enlarging 
history. 

It is sometimes a good thing to look 
Not not often 
Ifa 


backward. always, 
perhaps, but surely now and then. 
painter were to symbolize the Christian 
Church in a human figure he would 
doubtless paint her looking forward 
rather than backward, elate with hope 
rather than thoughtful in memory. Yet 
memory has its advantages. There are 
things in the background that we ought 
never to forget. Our nation has great 
historic events woven into the fabric 
of her life and each generation clothes 
its patriotism with the warm garment of 
remembrance. The voyage of the May- 
flower, the battle of Lexington, Bunker 
Hill, Gettysburg—how these red-lettér 
days in our nation’s history stir our 
blood and keep our patriotism warm and 
true!. So it should be in the history of 


the span of a lifetime and there is 
indeed one worshiping here this morn- 
ing who was present at the dedication of 
the first Church building in 1850. Not 
a long history, but a significant one. 
It was not an accident but a conviction; 
no ordinary considerations but a vital 
purpose that caused the founding of the 
Free Christian Church. We look back 
on this morning 75 years to the humble 
beginning of our Church and confidence 
both in God and in men is increased for 
this Church was a child of Providence, 
yet born in the travail of great-souled 
men and women who loved God and who 
were loyal to Jesus; men and women who 
at any cost were true to their convic- 
tions. 

It is hard for us to visualize the con- 
ditions that existed in 1846. The Civil 
War was not yet fought, slavery still 
existed, at the tap of the auctioneer’s 
hammer human beings of negro blood 
were sold to the highest bidder. And 
the people even in noble old Andover 

} were for the most part indifferent to the 
oppression of the black man. We can 
scarce realize how feeble was the anti- 
slavery sentiment in those days, when 
some of the most influential pastors of 
the North so preached or suppressed the 
Gospel of Jesus as not to offend the 
slave-holders of the South. But God 
raised up men for just such a time as 
this, men throughout the nation, and 
more to our immediate interest, men 
likewise in Andover. As in the days 
when Jesus walked the earth so then 
there were two Johns and a brother 
James and they were not only apostolic 
in name, but they and others with them 
were truly apostolic in spirit. In them 
burned a loyalty to Jesus and his teach- 
ing, a fire that needed to find outlet in 
definite action. They were hot with 
indignation against the slave traffic, and 
they felt that something must be done 
about it. Well it was for the future his- 
tory of this Church that these ardent 
reformers were as wise as they were 
zealous, as hard-headed and efficient 
as they were consecrated. It has been 
said of some of the more pious and lofty 
minded of the early settlers of New Eng- 
land ‘“‘that they had to hold on fast to 
the huckleberry bushes to keep from 
being translated”’ into heaven, but the 
feet. of these sturdy founders were firm 
set upon the ground. Idealists they 
were, but likewise practical men of 
affairs and women of sound sense and 
uncommon courage. Prominent among 
them was John Smith, a man of great 
wisdom, energy and generosity, and his 
faithful wife, Mrs. Agnes Smith, of 
whom Rev. William B. Brown, once 
pastor of this Church said ‘‘ Among those 
who founded the Church were men of 
wealth and standing and piety. But 
of them all no one was more consulted 
and relied upon than was Mrs. Agnes 
Smith. She was a woman of such sin- 
cere piety, of such excellent judgment, of 
such_warm sympathies, and so unpre- 
tending in her manners and so approach- 
able by all, that her counsel was sought 
and followed in the conviction that she 
knew and expressed the Divine will. 
Her influence would have seemed 
wondrous had not the secret of it obvi- 
ously been her clearness of apprehension, 
her warmth of heart, her piety’? and 
her singular unselfishness in thought, 
counsel and action. 

It was under such leadership that a 
small groupfof consecrated men and 


women began to meet on Sundays in the 


different homes. They were thoroughly 
aroused at the evil of over 2,000,000 
Negroes held in bondage, and though 
most of them were already connected 
with some church in the town, they 
began to consider the formation of a new 
church. They believed it a time for 
action, They could not stand by idle 
and silent before this iniquity of slavery. 
They loved the fellowship of old asso- 
ciations, they were anxious to avoid 
quarreling and bickering, but their 
deepening conviction gradually brought 
them to the conclusion that in spite of 
sacrifice they must band together in a 
new association which would give them 
opportunity for freer expression and 
wider application of Christian princi- 
ples. “More and more we became 
convinced,” writes one of the Founders, 
“that a great work was laid at our doors 
to be done, and notwithstanding the 
opposition from all quarters we stood 
shoulder to shoulder and heart to 
heart, and threw our banner to the 
breeze.” The weekly meetings grew 
rapidly in interest and after much 
heart searching, every brother and sister 
having been urged “to count the cost, 
and to act not from impulse or indigna- 
tion, but in the love and fear of Ged,” 
they decided to form a new society. 
On November 24, 1845, Mark Newman, 
Esq., Justice of the Peace, was peti- 
tioned to authorize the calling. ofa 
meeting of, at least, ten legal voters for 
the purpose of crganizing a religious 
society by the name of “‘the Free Chris- 
tian Society of Andover.” Accordingly 
such a meeting was called at the home of 
Thomas Clark on Central street, and on 
the evening of November 29, 1845, the 
Free Christian Society was organized. 
A committee was appointed at once tc 
secure a house of worship, and another

to procure a minister... They were soon 
able to rent the old Universalist Church 
building which once stood on the cor- 
ner of Main’street and Punchard avenue, 
and in February 1846 they secured Rev. 
Elijah C. Winchester for pastor and 
teacher, a young man, fresh from Ober- 
lin, who by his consecration and talent 
soon won their affectionate devotion. 
Under his leadership plans went on 
apace for the organization of a church. 
On March 21, the Free Christian So- 
ciety met at their place of worship and 
appointed a committee to prepare a 
summary of belief and a covenant. On 
April 2, at the house of Stephen Dins- 
more, they met once more to hear and 
adopt the Rules, Principles, Summary of 
Belief and Covenant prepared by the 
Committee. The 7th of May was then 
fixed upon “for the consummation of the 
proposed object.” James © Lovejoy, 
John Smith and Thomas Clark were 
appointed a Committee to invite a coun- 
cil and provide for the services of or- 


ganization. On the 7th of May, 1846, 
therefore, the forty-four original mem- 
bers came together to found the Free 
Christian Church. Of this important 


meeting, Deacon William C._ Donald, 
one of the Founders and remembered 
by meny of .you, narrates as follows: 
“A council was called for the purpose 
of forming a Christian Church. The 
churches invited were not our imme- 
diate neighbors, they‘not being in sym- 
pathy with our design.’ Instead we 
found friends in Fitchburg, Haverhill, 
and Boston. Small as the council was, 
it numbered all whom we could con- 
veniently find to sympathize with us in 
our cause. The place of meeting was in 
what is known as the Richardson house, 
situated on the corner of Main and 
Chestnut street. There this Church 
was constituted, ils forty-four original 
members having been connected with 
the older churches as follows: With the 
West Church 17; with the South Church 
14, with the Methodist Church 
with the Baptist Church 3. 

“Our friends,” Deacon Donald con- 
tinues, “‘among the wise and learned of 
the town, were few. . . But if we had 
little to cheer us we thanked God and 
took courage at every remembrance of 
our righteous cause, and of the honor 
conferred upon us in being allowed to 
stand forth as friends of the poor and 
friendless. We were on the side of God 
and we knew that however long we might 
‘Our 
hope,’ we said to one another, ‘was in 
Him.’ So with firm resolution and 
steadfast faith these sturdy men and 
gentle women severed old ties, faced 
criticism and dedicated themselves to 
this new enterprise of righteousness, 
covenanting themselves together in 
those words which form the basis even 
now for the covenant of this Church: 
“Professing unfeigned sorrow for our 
past sins, and denying ungodliness and 
wordly lusts, we do now in the presence 
of God, angels and men, solemnly 
avow the Lord Jehovah to be our God 
and portion; the object of our Supreme 
love and delight. We receive the Lord 
Jesus Christ as our-Saviour.and the Holy 
Spirit as our Comforter, Sanctifier and 
Guide. We receive all true Christians

The 75 years that followed have been 
years of constant growth, increasing 
prosperity and abiding consecration. 
The first minister, Mr. Winchester, 
proved a splendid leader, fearless, ener- 
getic, in whom shone the fierce love 
of the Master. But his strength failed 
and at the end of three years he was 
forced to drop his work, not long after 
to go to the eterna) service and reward 
of the Great Beyond. 

The Rev. Sherlock Bristol, present as 
a delegate from Haverhill at the found- 
ing of the Church, succeeded Mr. Win- 
chester, but remained only a year. Rev. 
William B. Brown followed and it was 
under his ministry of almost five years 
that the Church became an acknow- 
ledged moral and spiritual factor in the 
community. Notlong after Mr. Brown’s 
coming, the old meeting house proving 
inadequate, they secured the Church 
building which had been erected by the 
Methodists at the foot of Seminary hill. 
It was pulled down, moved and put 
together on the site near the railroad, 
familiar to many of you, where for many 
years it served as the meeting house, 
filled with tender memories which I 
often hear recalled as even now I 
visit amongst you. 

It was in the midst of Mr. Brown’s 
pastorate that the Fugitive slave law 
was passed, which made it a crime to 
harbor, rescue, or attempt to rescue, a 
runaway slave; a crime punishable by a 
fine of $1,000 together with six months’ 
imprisonment. But the slaves contin- 
ued to escape: sometimes, it must be 
said, helped by certain members of this 
Church. What a travesty on justice 
that this pernicious statute should 
brand as lawbreakers those gentle, 
brotherly men who were seeking in all

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The Job and The Bill 


The writer’s interest in a State-wide 
problem, and in fact a nation-wide 
problem, centering around an attempt 
made. this week in the Legislature to 
increase motor fees, resolves itself in the 
last analysis to so definite a local prob- 
lem that it seems not unwise to say a 
word in this column regarding it. 

For about thirty years the State of 
Massachusetts has been building high- 
ways, originally designing them as ob- 
ject lessons to various communities that 
they might become acquainted with 
better methods, and in that way have a 
uniform system of construction of high- 
ways worked out throughout the Com- 
monwealth. Later this work took on a 
more definite form in constructing a 
number of through routes, and within 
the last five years this policy has de- 
manded a very broad extension. It 
has been an extension that contem- 
plated through routes that became ac- 
tually what the title had long implied, — 
State highways, involving State con- 
struction and State maintenance and 
involving such State oversight as would 
make them increasingly safe for the 
use of the enormous traffic that must be 
cared for on a number of through 
routes in Massachusetts. <As_ this 
policy has developed, the number of 
through routes has increased, because 
the well-constructed road at once invites 
traffic and requires attention. 

The development of jthe better-sur- 
faced road which the funds and backing 
of the Commonwealth was able to pro- 
vide has probably been the greatest 
factor in the local development of the 
motor vehicle that there is. It has made 
possible a service to business by the mo- 
tor vehicle that means more to Massa- 
chusetts than perhaps to any State in 
the Union, because «it is--doubtful—if 
there is any State in the- Union, and 
certainly not of the more recently in- 
corporated States, where rail service is 
less efficient than it is in Massachu- 
setts, particularly for the short haul. 

The opportunity thus afforded to the 
motor truck for serving business has led 
to a development of the truck in Massa- 
chusetts that makes it today one of the 
important factors to be considered in 
continuing the development of highway 
construction. The development must 
now contemplate an expenditure about 
ten times what it was when the State 
embarked on the policy of building better 
roads, and there is not the least question 
but that fifty per cent of this increased 
cost is directly traceable to the exacting 
demands of the heavy type of traffic. 

The original roads were constructed 
sixteen to eighteen feet in width. The 
multiplicity of the small cars has added 
to the exactions placed upon these 
roads until today, from one end of the 
State to the other, these sixteen and 
eighteen feet roads must give way to 
roads not less than twenty-one feet and 
in some cases twenty-four feet wide if the 
travel is to be safely taken care of. 

The combination of the large numbers 
of small cars, plus the enormous weight 
of truck loads, is placing a burden upon 
road construction in Massachusetts not 
uppreciated by many people. 

It is a burden that will make the 
bridge problem all over the State one of 
the most serious questions to be con- 
sidered in financing town, city and State 
improvements in the next few years. 

It is placing a burden upon the cities 
ard towns, plus what the State and 
counties can do, for wider roads, rep- 
resenting an enormous expenditure in 
the immediate future if it is going to be 
safe for people to travel on main trav- 
elled routes. 

It is placing a burden for new roads 
to relieve even the wider roads that may 
be constructed, if the continued growth 
of the motor vehicle, which has been 
approximately twenty per cent a year for 
the last five years, is to go on. Contrib- 
uting to the relief of all this in the year 
1920, the State paid out $5,000,000; 
counties nearly $1,000,000; and cities 
and towns almost $20,000,000, with 
auto fees amounting to only $3,400,000. 

The unsolved conditions represent a 
problem that can be faced from no other 
angle than to determine how the bills 
to produce all {these results shall be 
paid. The writer has given months of 
study to the question, as a responsibility 
he owed to the position he occupies. It 
is easy to determine from the broadest 
kind of an angle, and more or less a 
theoretical basis, that the general public 
profits by any system of transportation 


that moves people or products from one 
point to another, and on that basis the 
automobilists, without advancing the 
theory but entirely from the selfish view 
point of ridding themselves of the burden, 
place-their_plea_for general taxation as 
the means for securing the increased 
funds necessary to do the job of road 
building. 

But answering this, one must recog- 
nize the costs in Massachusetts for 
government and for all the activities 
that Massachusetts has undertaken, and 
such a review shows that the State can 
ill afford to raise general revenue to do 
the job that must be done, when the 
real, direct and most important benefit: 
to be secured is to accrue to the man who 
drives a flivver for pleasure, and the man 
who drives a truck for profit. This 
thought must be taken in connection 
with the fact that both the flivver riders 
and.the truck operator are destroying 


great semi-public railroad and_ street 
railway development, for the support cf 
which already communities and even 
the State are being called upon to raise, 
sppropriate and spend large sums. 
Hence we find the advocate of a direct 
tax really proposing to raise revenue 
for the purpose of destroying agencies 
for which, to keep going, he asks for 
more revenue; illogical, unsound and 
impossible in the last analysis for a 
State, even as rich as Massachusetts, to 
undertake. 

The next proposition ig to put the 
burden for these new roads and these 
absolutely necessary improvements upon 
posterity. The nation is full of that 
sort of financing of “permanent’’ road 
building, and four-fifths of such con- 
struction represents im possible path- 
ways at the present time, long before 
the bonds have been paid. Greet im- 
provement has taken place in the con- 
struction of hard-surfaced, serviceable 
highways, but we are yet, in the minds of 
most skilled engineers, far short of a 
solution of the problem of constructing 
the ‘permanent road.”” Changing con- 
ditions of travel change the type of road 
that might be permanent for one period 
and make it become useless for another 
period; hence it is impossible for the 
writer to disagree with practically every 
student of the probiém of finaneing 
public improvements to believe that 
any long-term bond issue should be 
relied upon for short-lived highways. 

There is but one other source cf rev- 
enue, and if there is a person living who 
can claim that the most direct bene- 
fciaries of good roads are hot the men, 
women and children who ride over them, 
e large percentage for pleasure wholly, it 
would be interesting to have such a 
claim set out intelligently. With the 
automobile dealers, owners and opera- 
tors and riders the direct: beneficiaries, 
where comes the place-beyond. which-it 
is unfair to go in fixing the fee: they 
should pay to secure these serviceable 
highways, bridges and connections? 

What does a good road represent? 

It represents for the four tires on the 
motor vehicles twice the wear that the 
poor road does. Figure this in dollars 
per year, and ask yourself, Mr. Motor- 
ist, whether in tires alone good roads 
are not worth to you every year several 
times the fee you pay for registration, 
ninety-five per cent of which is devoted 
to building good roads. 

On broken springs, 
in the early days of bad roads and motor 
vehicles, but almost unknown to many 
motorists today, the answer is equally 
to the advantage of securing good roads 
to the dollars and cents profit of the 
operator. Take your ear and ride out 
into the country over gravel roads, hilly 
bumpy thoroughfares, not improved or 
properly developed, and it will take a 
man two days in a garage to tighten nuts 
and put back into shape, (whieh he 
never can do entirely) all of the various 
parts of your car which have been 
bumped, rattled and shattered. Take 
the car out again and run ten times as 
many miles over one of the modern 
highways and come in and use a duste 
to put it in shape again, and then figure 
the difference in dollars and cents on 
these two trips. 

Take gasoline and oil over these types 
of a highway, and it will cost’ twenty 
per cent more for both of them over the 
type of road described above in the first 
instance, than it will over the type of 
road described in the second instance. 

And then the short-sighted motorist 
notwithstanding these conditions and 
the knowledge that he has that he can 
wisely spend money to makeroads bette

rears up on his hind legs against the 
increase that represents, on the highest 
proposed fee, an average of less than the 
value of a quarter of a gallon of gasoline 
a day, and this on a great big truck doing 
the transportation service for big mills 
important industries and general public 
service! 

When motorists really 
cated and are willing to be fair with 
themselves, knowing that they cannot 
get the roads required unless great ex- 
penditures are made, — more than 
double the funds available today in 
Massachusetts, — they will review some 
of these things referred to, and petition 
the Legislature to give them good roads 
and assess them fairly for them; on 
that day they will graduate from the 
flivver class to the class of broad-minded 
men, whose estimate of service to be 
rendered by the expenditure of public 
funds reaches far beyond the personal 
gain of five or ten dollar fees applied to 
their own particular situations.

A recent letter from the American 
Mission to Lepers tells of the new Unit- 
ed States hospital now in operation in 
Carville, La. As soon as buildings can 
be finished, several hundred lepers will 
be taken there from many States. The 
first patient to enter, after the colony 
was acquired by the Government, was a 
son of a Baptist missionary. The Mis- 
sion has four objectives — to preach the 
gospel to the lepers, to relieve their 
dreadful sufferings, to supply their 
simple wants, and in time to rid the 
world of leprosy. Over two hundred 
cases, by the use of Chaulmoogra oil, 
have had no trace of the disease for over 
two years. 

Typewritten talks provided by the 
Mission were given, a bit from the heroic 
life story of Mary Reed, and work for the 
untainted children read, stories of gen- 
erosity and Christian activities of lepers 
were cited. Of six suggestions for help- 
ing these people, our Circle is glad to 
help on one — filling Pete. The ori- 
ginal, a pig named Pete, was sold by a 
Kansas boy for $25.00 to support a 
leper for a year. The Sunday School 
Times copied the idea, and started pig 
banks, that have gone into all the world. 
The Circle has the one numbered 16097, 
which was duly admired, and all began 
to feed the pig “coin in the back,” in- 
stead of “corn in the ear.” (It may be 
added that the young ladies of the 
Philathea Society have voted to have a 
“Pete” of their own to feed for. the 
lepers. Other Societies wishing such 
piggies may obtain them of W.°M. 
Danner, secretary, the American Mis- 
sion to Lepers, 156 Fifth Ave., N. Y. C. 

. After. feeding. Pete, the guests were 
fed by their hostess on delicious cakes, 
tea and Scotch shortbread, and all had a 
pleasant time. The meeting was pro- 
nounced an unqualified success. Pansies 
of purple and gold from the beautiful 
long bed near the street were given to 
each delighted guest ere all wended their 


way homeward.

taught a Sunday School class in the 
Free church.

The volume of 
water pumped averaged from 806 to 
1000 gallons per minute.
